a) 35 U.S.C. 112 rejections are withdrawn. 

b) Applicant argues that "common axis" is well known in the art to be the same axis. Applicant sets forth that Jurgen's 
drive shaft (31) and eccentric shaft (11) are in parallel. The as claimed "about a common axis" leaves latitude in how 
the claim can be interpreted. The axis as claimed does not have to be a physical axis, but rather may be an imaginary 
axis, the imaginary axis in this case running from north to south on Fig. 1. Thus Jurgen reads on the claim language of 
"about a common axis". 

It is suggested that applicant claim their true intent of the "same axis". Note that this would require a new search.
